China took a very great 


step f o r w a r d when it 
stopped the importation and 
sale of opium. 


The question of the entire 


suspension of opium smok- 
ing has been receiving the 


earnest consideration of the new government, and active measures are 
being taken to this end. The government has compelled the people to 
cease planting the poppy, and, except in a few places, has succeeded in 
limiting the supply of Chinese opium-dens The price of opium is three 
times that of silver, so that none but the wealthy can buy it. A strict 
order has been issued that all must stop its use-within ten months. 


This war on opium has almost rained an industry that brought large 


revenue to the government, and has practically put out of business a num- 
ber of English business houses which for many years have been making the 
importation of opium from India their principal business. Naturally there 
has been a loud cry of protest from these English houses, but it has had 
no effect on the attitude of the Chinesegovernmeni It is evident that the 
government is determined to stamp out the use of opium in the nation, 
and in this effort it has the hearty co-operation of all foreigners, except, 
of course, those who have been.and still are interested in the importation 
of the drug. 


The effects of the movement already are seen in the treaty ports, where 


thousands of Chinese who in the past were addicted to the drug have been 
entirely cured. There is no question that this Is the most Important move- 
ment the Chinese nation ever undertook, and the people are beginning to 
realize that it will benefit the ^country.

China took a very great 


step f o r w a r d when it 
stopped the importation and 
sale of opium. 


The question of the entin 


suspension of opium smok- 
ing has been receiving the 


earnest consideration of the new government, and active measure, are 
being taken to this end. The government has compelled the people to 
cease planting the poppy, and, except in a few places, hag succeeded in 
limiting the supply of Chinese opium-dens The price of opium u three 
timeg that of silver, so that none but the wealthy can buy it. A strict 
order has been issued that all must stop its use-within ten months. 


This war on opium has almost rained an industry that brought large 


revenue to the government, and hae practically put out of business a num- 
ber of English business houses which for many year* have been making the 
importation of opium from India their principal business. Naturally there 
has been a loud cry of protest from these English houses, but it has had 
no effect on the attitude of the Chinesegovemmeni It is evident that the 
government is determined to stamp out the me of opium in the nation, 
and in this effort it has the hearty co-operation of all foreigners, except,' 
of course, those who have been.and still are interested in the importation 
of the drug. 


The effects of the movement already are seen in the treaty ports, where 


thousands of Chinese who in the past were addicted to the drug have been 
entirely cured. There is no question that this is the most Important move- 
ment the Chinese nation ever undertook, and the people are beginning to 
realize that it will benefit the ^country.

NEW HILLSIDE CABLE ROAD 


It Has Counterweight Car, and .Com- 


plete Control Is In Hands of 


the Motorttt'an. 


There Is an inclined cable railway 


In Martn county, California, which, pre- 
sents features in construction differ- 
ing from usual methods. A counter- 
weight car, attached to the cables 
hauling the passenger car, passes be- 
neath the latter* as they meet on the 
hill. Complete control of all operating 
apparatus is in the hands of the motor- 
man on the passenger car, who is the 
only employe required to operate the 
system, and safety devices for stop- 
ping the car. If for any reason an ac- 
cident should occur either to the cable, 
to the car or to the electric power 
plant, are provided. The control mech- 
anism Is actuated by trolleys, four of 


Operated by One Man. 


which, on the car, engage four wires 
supported by the railway trestle, ter 
minating in the operating magnets on 
the control switchboard. The power 
house at the top of the hill contains an 
electric elevator engine of the traction 
type driven by a 30-horsepower alter 
nating current motor, controlled from 
the motorman's operating handle in 
the car.- The car and counterweight 
are carried by two %-inch plow-stee 
cables, each having six strands of 1! 
steel wires over a core of hemp anc 
showing a tensile strength of 36,000 
pounds. As the loaded car weighs but 
6,000 pounds, the margin of safety is 
high. The railway is 1,360 feet long 
with a rise of 600 feet.—Popular Me 
chanlcs. 


Railroad Spotter Not Popular. 
The "spotter1' Is a great grievance 


to railroad men. In theory, at least, 
he is an anonymous individual. He 
"sleuths around" disguised as an ordi- 
nary traveler, or a "hobo" stealing a 
ride, or a village loafer idling through 
the saloons at tlie "division point," to 
:"spot" the employes who slip in tor 
a drink. 
! Railroad men nevar, by any chance, 
talk of anything else but railroading, 
and, sooner or later, the constant dis- 
cussion of tbe "spotter," bj« appear- 
ance and style and so forth, makes 
him sufficiently familiar to tbe em- 
ployes so that his usefulness is con- 
siderably lessened. 
The men learn 


to identify him and to conduct them- 
selves discreetly when he Is around. 
When this stage is reached the road 
transfers him to some other division 
where he is not so well known. The 
"spotter" strikes his man In the dark. 
He malls in to the division superin- 
tendent the statement that Conductor 
So-and-So neglected to' collect his 
fare between such and wren, eclats, or 
that the conductor charged him an 
excess cash fare, and, presumably, 
pocketed tbe difference, or that a cer- 
tain freight crew collected all the 
loose change possessed by a fang of 
"hoes" found stealing a ride, and, hav- 
ing collected and pocketed the loose 
change, let the tramps ride on In 
peace. When the division superintend- 
ent gets this report he proceeds to 
raise his own variety of trouble tor 
the offending employes. Thus is dis- 
cipline maintained. 


New Type of Lantern Lens. 


A new type of lens designed to be 


used with railway switch and signal 
lights, tall lights and engine classifi- 
cation lights has been Introduced, and 
apparently eliminates a serious defect 
leretofore connected with equipment 
ot this kind. The ordinary lens throws 
a beam of light having a spread, usual- 


, of not more than 18 degrees. This 


made It necessary to adjust signal 
Ights with a great deal of care so that 
they could be seen by approaching 
rains, particularly where the track 
waa curved, and often made It difficult

Many years ago. when the principal

The Palazzo Casiul stood on the bank 
of the Grand canal, between the Rlalto 
and St. Mark's. 


Marriages among the Venetians were 


at that time usually contracted for by 
the parents of the bridegroom, but in 
this case, Signorina Casuii having fall- 
en in love with a young man of equal 
rank with herself, no objection was 
made to their union. Siguoi- Ricardo 
Centimiri was a young man of wealth 
and family, respected by every one, 
and the match was regarded as an ex- 
cellent one.

Railroad Spotter Not Popular. 
The "spotter1' is a great grievance 


to railroad men. In theory, at least, 
he Is an anonymous Individual. He 
"sleuths around" disguised as an ordi- 
nary traveler, or a "hobo" stealing a 
•ride, or a village loafer idling through 
the saloons at the "division point," to 
:"spot" the employes who slip in tor 
a drink. 
.

: Railroad men nevar, by any chance, 
talk of anything else but railroading, 
and, sooner or later, the constant dis- 
cussion of tbe "spotter," hjg appear- 
ance knd style and so forth, makes 
him sufficiently familiar to the em- 
ployes so that his usefulness is con- 
siderably lessened. 
The men learn 


to identify him and to conduct them- 
selves discreetly when he Is around. 
When this stage is reached the road 
transfers him to some other division 
where he is not so well known. The 
"spotter" strikes his man in the dark. 
He malls in to the division superin- 
tendent the statement that Conductor 
So-and-So neglected to' collect his 
fare between such and such points, or 
that the conductor charged him an 
excess cash fare, and, presumably, 
pocketed the difference, or that a cer- 
tain freight crew collected all the 
loose change possessed by a gang of 
"hoes" found stealing a ride, and, hav- 
ing collected and pocketed the loose 
change, let the tramps ride on in 
peace. When the division superintend- 
ent gets this report he proceeds to 
nite his own variety of trouble tor 
the offending employes. Thut is dis- 
cipline maintained. 


New Type of Lantern Lena. 


A new type of lens designed to be 


used with railway switch and signal 
lights, tall lights and engine classifi- 
cation lights has been introduced, and 
apparently eliminates a serious defect 
heretofore connected with equipment 
ot this kind. The ordinary lens throws 
a beam of light having a spread, usual- 
ly, of not more than 18 degrees. This 
made It necessary to adjust signal 
lights with a great deal of care so that 
they could be seen by approaching 
trains, particularly where the track 
waa curved, and often made It difficult 
tor tte ^engineer on one train to see 
tfta tall lights of. a train ahead. The 
:oew lens Is so socped that It throws a 
imam having a spread ot W degrese, 
•taking the light plainly visible under 
tit conditions tMt are likely to oc- 
eor; and without the necessity tor spe- 
cial adjustments.—Popular Mechanics.
